For  Southeastern  scholarships: 


Foundation  makes  $500,000  challenge  grant 


A  $500,000  challenge  gift  to  Presbyterian 
College  from  an  anonynnous  Georgia 
foundation  came  as  the  big  announce- 
ment before  the  annual  fall  meeting  of 
the  PC  board  of  trustees  on  November 
10-11. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said  the 
grant  will  establish  a  Southeastern 
Scholarship  Endowment  Fund  "to 
provide  scholarships  for  worthy  Christian 
students  from  the  states  of  Georgia, 
Alabama,  Florida,  Tennessee,  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina,  who  will 
be  selected  on  a  merit  basis." 

Dr.  Orr  pointed  out  that,  although 
the  grant  is  for  scholarship  endowment, 
it  challenges  completion  of  important 
renovation  funds  at  the  college.  To 
claim  the  $500,000  gift,  the  foundation 
stipulates  Presbyterian  College  must 
have: 

(1)  Collected  in  cash  at  least  $1  million 
for  the  renovation  of  Springs  Gymnasium 


into  a  student  activities  center  or  the 
remodeling  of  Jacobs  Building  as  an 
academic  facility;  (2)  signed  a  contract 
for  at  least  $900,000  for  the  projected 
Springs  Student  Activities  Center;  (3) 
started  the  renovation  of  Springs;  and 
(4)  sufficient  cash  in  hand  to  pay  fully 
for  all  renovation  and  construction  costs 
connected  with  the  Springs  Student 
Activities  Center. 

October  29,  1984,  was  set  as  the 
deadline  for  meeting  these  conditions 
to  claim  the  challenge  grant.  Dr.  Orr 
said.  He  added: 

"The  Presbyterian  College  board  of 
trustees  and  administration  accept  with 
deep  appreciation  this  challenge  that 
will  both  reinforce  our  vital  program 
of  student  financial  aid  and  help 
produce  funds  for  badly  needed 
renovation  projects.  It  is  a  real  Incentive 
for  alumni  and  friends  to  help  us 
complete  the  efforts  already  underway 


to  raise  remodeling  money  for  Springs 
and  Jacobs  buildings.  When  work  is 
finished,  these  facilities  will  be  valued 
at  many  times  the  cost  involved." 

Re-elect  board  officers

budget  of  $7.1  million  (up  from  $6.9 
million  last  spring)  and  reelected  these 
officers  to  serve  during  the  coming 
year:

Charleston  Presbytery  sets  drive  for  PC  and  Columbia  Seminary 


A  joint  campaign  to  raise  $400,000  for 
Presbyterian  College  and  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  in  Charleston 
Presbytery  kicks  off  with  five  informa- 
tional dinners  during  the  period  of 
January  18-21. 

Thirty-one  churches  will  participate  in 
the  program  to  help  undergird  these 
two  institutions  in  which  the  presbytery 
shares  control  and  support.  The  drive  is 
scheduled  for  completion  next  summer. 


PC  President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said 
both  the  college  and  the  seminary  need 
additional  resources  to  maintain  the 
level  of  service  so  vital  to  the  Church's 
mission.  Toward  this  end,  financial 
drives  already  have  drawn  widespread 
support  from  Presbyterians  in  other 
areas. 

The  $200,000  share  to  be  raised  for 
Presbyterian  College  is  designated  for 
these  purposes:  scholarship  endowment 


—$100,000;  endowment  for  faculty 
development — $50,000;  funds  toward 
Springs  Student  Activity  Center— $50,000.

Cautious  optimism  in  basketball 


If  men's  basketball  can  pick  up  where  It 
left  off  last  year  in  winning  five  of  the 
final  eight  games,  then  PC  will  make  a 
colorful  bid  for  the  1982  district  playoffs 
In  hotly  contested  competition  of  the 
NAIA. 

Despite  the  pain  of  last  year's  overall 
10-21  record.  Coach  Butch  Estes  said  the 
momentum  of  that  finish  encouraged 
his  players  during  the  off-season  and 
causes  them  to  view  the  new  campaign 
ahead  with  anticipation.

letterman  Jimmy  Gaffney,  a  quick  floor- 
leader  guard,  and  two  transfers  who  will 
be  seeing  their  first  varsity  action  for 
the  Blue  Hose.  Paul  Angelich,  6-8  senior 
center,  sat  out  last  year  for  eligibility 
reasons  after  arriving  from  Georgia 
State  University.  Guard  Al  Weston  is 
fresh  on  the  scene  as  a  graduate  of  the 
Anderson  Junior  College  team  that 
finished  third  nationally. 

Other  lettermen  slated  for  much 
reserve  duty  are  Tim  King  and  Mike 
Smith,  while  freshman  recruits  David 
Behrens,  Dan  Nunnery  and  Troy 
Tummond  push  hard  for  varsity  action. 

Coach  Estes  is  cautiously  optimistic  as 
he  begins  his  second  year  on  the  PC 
job.

It  was  the  best  fall  yet  in  this  fifth  year 
of  Blue  Hose  soccer  as  a  freshman- 
dominated  team  raced  to  an  8-5-1 
season. 

Five  freshmen  made  the  starting 
eleven,  and  they  scored  23  of  the  29 
total  goals  registered  by  PC  during  the 
season.  Nigeria's  Liki  Malafa  set  the 
pace  with  13  of  these  goals,  despite 
the  fact  that  he  missed  4  games  due  to 
illness.  David  Hanlon,  Dave  Cousar  and 
Harry  Peterson  also  stood  out 
offensively. 

The  strong  PC  defense  was  led  by 
two  veterans,  senior  goalie  John 
Womack  and  sweeper  Malon  Wickham. 

Professor-coach  Tom  Stallworth 
credits  better  scheduling  along  with 
the  arrival  of  the  soccer-wise  freshmen 
as  the  main  reasons  for  PC's  improved 
record.  He  said: 

"We  scheduled  more  of  the  other 
colleges  with  non-subsidized  soccer 
programs.  The  fact  that  ten  of  the  14 
matches  were  decided  by  one  or  two 
goals  indicates  we  are  now  playing 
the  right  teams."

A  closely  knit  team  of  veterans 


Experience,  depth  and  unity  are  the 
main  ingredients  going  for  the  women's 
basketball  team,  according  to  Coach 
Randy  Randall  as  PC  begins  its  fifth 
season  of  varsity  play  on  the  distaff 
side  of  the  court. 

"We  will  be  stronger  this  year  and 
hope  to  improve  on  the  12-13  record  of 
last  season,"  he  said.  "But  the  opposition 
also  appears  stronger.  I  do  know  our 
players  are  a  closely  knit  group,  both 
on  and  off  the  court,  who  work  well 
together.  They  have  drilled  long  and 
hard  on  fundamentals  and  are  now 
ready  to  win  some  games." 

Four  senior  starters  lead  the  way: 
All-District  Mary  Kay  Campbell  and 
leading  scorer  Nancy  Davis  (12  point 
average)  at  the  forwards,  guard  Lynn 
Woods  and  center  Valerie  Crocker,  who 
at  6-1  is  the  tallest  of  a  team  that  stands 


mostly  at  5-9  or  under.  Joining  them  to 
form  the  opening  quintet  is  junior  Joy 
Hunt,  last  year's  leading  rebounder  and 
"most  valuable  player." 

Junior  Melanie  Crelia,  sharp-shooting 
part-time  starter  of  last  season,  is  back — 
and  so  is  sparkplug  Mary  Byrd.  Top 
freshmen  expected  to  see  much  action 
are  Barbara  Frady  at  point  guard  and 
Simone  Clark,  who  joins  sister  Cindy 
on  the  squad. 

Others  adding  depth  to  the  Lady  Blue 
Hose  team  include  Carolyn  Mishoe, 
Nancy  Wall,  Joanne  Barlow,  Ellen  Alford 
and  Becky  Jordan. 

"Actually,  we  have  about  ten  or 
eleven  players  of  almost  equal  ability," 
Randall  said.  "This  means  we  can  substi- 
tute freely  without  hurting  the  quality 
of  play." 


After  PC  claims  $500,000  challenge, 
Bailey  Foundation  designates  in  honor 
of  late  alumnus  textile  leader. 


Athletic  Fund  memorializes  P.  S.  Bailey 


The  Putsy  Silas  Bailey  Memorial 
Athletic  Fund  totaling  one-half- 
million  dollars  is  now  established  at 
Presbyterian  College  to  honor  this  late 
alumnus  and  South  Carolina  textile 
leader. 

In  making  the  announcement  as  part 
of  last  month's  Homecoming  program. 
President  Orr  said  the  fund  is  endowed 
by  a  recent  $500,000  challenge  gift  from 
the  Bailey  Foundation  of  Clinton.  It  had 
been  reported  as  an  anonymous  chal- 
lenge in  1980,  and  PC  earlier  this  year 
raised  sufficient  resources  to  claim  this 
gift  at  the  close  of  the  successful 
Second  Century  Fund  campaign. 

The  annual  income  from  the  Putsy 
Silas  Bailey  Fund  will  be  used  to  support 
the  PC  athletic  program  which  was  so 
close  to  Mr.  Bailey's  heart.  A  Clinton 
native,  PC  graduate  of  1926,  member 
of  Kappa  Alpha  Order  and  three-year 
varsity  end  on  Blue  Hose  football  teams, 
"Si"  Bailey  was  an  enthusiastic  supporter 
of  Presbyterian  College  throughout  his 
lifetime.  He  served  on  the  board  of 
trustees  for  nine  years  —from  1949  until 
his  death  at  age  54  on  December  17, 
1958.  PC  awarded  him  the  1951  Alumni 


Gold  P  for  "outstanding  achievement 
in  his  chosen  profession." 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  Putsy  Silas 
Bailey  held  office  as  president  of  the 
South  Carolina  Textile  Manufacturers 
Association.  He  had  been  president 
and  treasurer  of  the  Clinton-Lydia 
Cotton  Mills  since  1948  after  ten  years 
in  the  position  of  vice-president.  He 
also  was  a  director  of  M.  S.  Bailey  and 
Son,  Bankers. 

Under  his  guidance,  the  two  major 
textile  mills  of  this  area  (now  part  of  the 
larger  Clinton  Mills  organization)  were 
steadily  improved,  and  he  devoted 
much  time  and  effort  to  the  welfare  of 
the  mills'  employees.  Bailey  also  was 
active  in  the  civic  and  religious  affairs 
of  Clinton.  He  served  as  a  member  of 
the  city  council  and  then  as  mayor  from 
1934  to  1946.  He  also  was  an  elder  in 
the  Clinton  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

Surviving  him  today  are  his  wife,  the 
former  Ouida  Caroline  Cox,  and  their 
daughter,  Emily  Bailey,  both  of  Clinton. 

President  Orr  said  the  Putsy  Silas 
Bailey  Athletic  Fund  will  operate  through 
the  years  as  a  fitting  tribute,  perpetuating 
his  memory  in  the  lives  of  young  PC
